British Stabilization To Wait 
It Is unlikely1 th a t G reat Britain 
will attem pt stabilizationm ntil some­ 
thing is done about war debts and 
reparations,

Exchequer Neville Cham berlain con­ 
siders to be a t the base of most in ­ 
ternational financial troubles. 
The devalued pound has given 
the British another grip on their 
old m arkets, particularly In the* Far 
East. Japan had 
been capturing 
these in 
great strides and G reat 
B ritain is reluctant to relinquish 
her advantage. Japan had the ad­ 
vantage as a purchaser under the 
gold standard, but the outflow of 
gold to America was soon by lead­ 
ers of the Seiyukai party to be en­ 
dangering her currency system. 
Condition In India Better 
As long as G reat Britain is off 
the gold basis, currencies are disar­ 
ranged in other countries linked to 
the pound by commercial interde­ 
pendence or political bonds. 
India 
has seen 
an all-around improve­ 
m ent in 
commodity prices 
since 
G reat B ritain suspended the stan d ­ 
ard. 
India is not a silver country 
technically, but silver is her chief 
source of wealth.

At the Harrisburg office of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
motor 
federation,

tion of motor vehicles in the state 
It shows that about two-thirds of

most telling arguments against an

(AP)—G erm any’s 
m ean­ 
dering youth has become a m arch­ 
ing: youth. 
i Ten years ago an extraordinary 
revolt, 
the 
“jugendbewegung." 
or 
“youth movement,” carried it back 
to nature 
hopeful 
that 
there 
it 
would find freedom for body and 
soul in a paradise rid of material­ 
ism. war and social restrictions. 
German youth then revelled in 
sunrises and sunsets; it stood stock­ 
still when it heard a bird's trill. 
Today it watches the east and the 
west with narrowed, cynical eyes 
and heeds the call of the bude. 
Hundreds of thousands of German 
youths are marching in the ranks of 
political 
organizations — steelhel- 
met, nazi, reichbanner, red front 
and others. 
The tramp, tram p of 
marching feet is an echo of their 
idealism of a decade ago. 
In 1921 the thinking section of 
German youth believed sincerely in 
"international 
reconciliation'' 
as 
primary to setting the world 
to 
rights. Disillusioned by events since 
then. It has changed front and ac­ 
cepted the creed of naturalism with 
all which that implies in Germany, 
Oppose Versailles Treaty 
The unifying force is one idea, 
common even to the most divergent 
groups: abolition of the treaty of 
Versailles. 
Patriotism is the banner of the 
day, and the super-patriots, the 
rightist, 
and 
their 
semi-military 
organizations are the most fascinat- 
nig to youth. 
The amazing response to tra p ­ 
pings like banners, bands, insignia, 
uniforms, is the despair of demo­ 
cratic leaders, who shun such re­ 
minders of imperial days but have to 
adopt them to keep in the swim. 
The strains of countless flf° and 


10,000,000 boys between the ages of 


14 and 21. are organized in “youth 
associations." 
Five 
million 
are 
loosely joned in a national commit­ 
tee 
and 
fall 
into 
the 
following 
groups; Protestant, Catholic. Jew­ 
ish, social, youth movement, voca­ 
tional, athletic, civic. 
These 
represent 
the 
passive 
youth of Germany, but with the 
trend, politics is becoming their ab­ 


sorbing interest. Once they leave 
these folds, it is to join the fiery 
enthusiasts of the extremist "defen­ 
sive and combative’’ associations. 
The latter are semi-military in 
character and are auxiliaries to the 
major political parties. They con­ 
tain about 1,000.000 youths, trained 
and disciplined in military fashion 
—though they use walking sticks 
for guns.
